having satisfied the law and served 
his full sentence.

GERMANY MAKES WORKERS 


OF CRIPPLED SOLDIERS 


W ith Characteristic Thoroughness It Is 
Finding Jobs For Wounded. 


T h a t Germ any, with its characteris 
tic thoroughness and efficient organi­ 
zation in every detail o f life, does not 
intend to lose any tim e in develop 
m eut of its people, even In the case of 
those who a re retu rn ed borne sick or 
wounded from service in the field, is 
show n by tlie* num erous suggestion* 
m ade in various G erm an new spapers 
for the iustruction of such soldiers in 
the hospitals in which they lie, as soou 
as their wounds begin to heal or their 
illm*ss to wane 
Hue of tlie articles published in this 
connection in the F ra n k fu r te r Zeitung 
was w ritten by Dr. ti. B urkhardt. who 
describes the m ethods of converting 
wounded soldiers into useful workers 
In o ther lines of activity th an those to 
which they have been accustom ed and 
for w hn h they have been m ade unfit 
by reason of their crippled condition.
